The Bible Must be Followed 
Closely

It matters not how the enemy 
roars and rages as he fights 
against Christ and His Church, 
the work commenced by Jesus 
and His apostles still prospers 
and grows. When thousands of 
Christians were being slain for 
their belief in Jesus and faithful- 
ness to Him who purchased their 
redemption in the early centuries 
others walked bravely up and 
filled up the ranks again. This 
became so common that it was 
said, ‘The blood of the martyrs 
is the seed of the gospel.” The 
more men and women there were 
slain the more the fire of 
Christianity spread. 

The Christians were brave and 
bold and did not try to smuggle 
their testimonies to avoid perse- 
cutions and martyrdom. Some 
of them longed to give their lives 
for the cause they had espoused. 
It is said of the churches of 
Macedonia and others of early 
times that they spread not only 
to the cities but even to the 
villages and country districts. 
And this growth and spreading 
was during the time when 
Pliney was governor of Bithynia, 
and in a letter to his superior 
he explained that he asked the 
Christians who were brought be- 
fore him for trial, three times if 
they were Christians and if they 
refused to deny it they were ex- 
ecuted without further cere- 
mony or if they were Roman 
citizens they were sent to Rome 


It was during this period 
that Justin Martyr lived and 
did his wonderful work as a 
Christian philosopher. But it 
was not for him to escape mar- 
tyrdom so after he became old 
he, with others, was taken to 
Rome before the governor 
Rusticus. Justin calmly con- 
fessed his faith and explained 
the belief which he held to be 
the truth. The governor tried to 
find from him where the Chris- 
tians usually assembled. But 
the faithful old man gave him 
no information, save as to his 
own residence and place of 
teaching. The governor then 
asked him angrily if he were a 
Christian, to this he _ replied, 
“Yes, I am a Christian.” After 
further unavailing questions and 
threats the governor sentenced 
this dear old man to be scourged 
and beheaded. p 


Although this great leader of 
the second century was removed 
the work of the Church still grew 
and spread. No fire could 
suffocate it, no water could 
drown it. On, on it sped in spite 
of all the oppositions and con- 
flicts. It was destined to grow 
and grow it must. God was 
back of it forcing it on and all 
of the devils from the lower re- 
gions could not stay its progress. 
As fast as one great leader fell 
in martyrdom or death God 
raised up another. For three 
hundred years the progress was 
unbounded and not until a creed 
was brought in by the opposers 
to the great leader Arius to put 
him to silence were there any 
breaks thrown on. But when 
this creed was adopted by the 
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.world would probably have

opposers to this great man the 
Church was burst into frag- 
ments, for the multitudes of 
members would not accept the 
creed and thus the face of the 
body of Christ was marred. 


Up to that time they seemed 
to be following the apostles’ 
doctrine and fellowship and if 
this could have continued the 


known nothing but the Church 
of God. But whe br 


made their appearance and to- 
day creedism is the touchstone 
of almost every church. And 
this was done by the fourth 
century leaders to check and put 
down the influence of Arius who 
was gaining such a multitude of 
followers contrary to. their 
wishes and views. 


Christianity in the broad 
sense was not even checked 
then, but the Church was ruined. 
When the creed entered it could 
be no more the Church of God. 
O the grief this must have 
brought to thousands of the in- 
nocent conscientious lovers of 
Jesus and His Church. History 
does not give all the minute de- 
tails. No historian could have 
written all, but enough is given 
to show the dissatisfaction and 
unrest that was caused by that 
one act in that Assembly. And 
the creed faction gradually de- 
veloped into what is known as 
the Catholic church. Afer they 
adopted the first creed it seemed 
to become easy for them to ac- 
cept other laws and systems con- 
trary to the doctrine and princi- 
ples of the holy apostles. Spirit- 
uality and experimental salva- 
tion were soon lost in the rub- 
bish, and nothing was left but 
rituals, forms, brain and worldly 
wisdom. Church and state finally 
combined to force people to 
come to the one religion. Then 
it was that the blood of the 
martyrs flowed like rivers, be- 
cause there were multitudes of 
conscientious followers of Jesus 
that would not submit to their 
forms of religion. 

But we are not living in that 
time. Martyrdom is a thing of 
the past. People are not slain 
now for their religion. They 
are encouraged to be Christians 
in a popular sense. But not so 
much when it: comes to real ex- 
perience. We encourage ex- 
perience. Wewant people fo 
have the very same religion and 
experience enjoyed by the holy 
apostles and the early Church. 
It is the mission of the Church 
of God to finish up the work so 
wonderfully commenced by the 


apostles. We must steer clear of) 
The 


shipwreck in the early centuries 
will cause shipwreck again if 
they are struck a, they were 
then. We must guide our vessel 
in a clear channel where rocks 
and shoals do not abound. The 
least little breeze that blows to- 
ward the rocks must be detected 
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strong. It is a time for watch- 
men on the watch tower to 
watch carefully. Let pride and 
brain and intellect take the lead 
and soon the whole thing will 
break on the rocks. The Holy 
Spirit must be honored and giv- 
en controlas our guide. The 
Bible alone must be our rule of 
faith and practiee. And we must 
keep humble and submissive to 
God so the Holy Spirit can guide 
us into all truth. 


We may hinder the work of 
the Holy Spirit, but no sincere 
humble child of God wants to 
hinder Him. Doubtless the Lord 
will look over many mistakes 
and keep on helping us over 
hard places for the sake of the 
Church for which Jesus gave 
Himself, but we want to learn 
to yield to the Spirit and let Him 
do the guiding. Then we are 
sure to go right. 

The early Church had difficul- 
ties and oppositions to encoun- 
ter that do not prevail now, but 
it is evident that we have diffi- 
culties and oppositions now that 
they never met. But in spite 
of all the oppositions in early 
times the Church still continued 
to rise until the wound was 
made in her wings by that creed 








those who are deeply spiritual. 
But without the experience of 
deep spirituality the revelations 
will not be given and the myster- 
fes will still remain hidden. 

Paul tells us of some “hidden 
wisdom, which God ordained be- 
fore the world unto our glory,”! 
but he plainly states that the; 
natural man cannot receive these! 
deep things for they only come 
by revelation and revelation is, 
given by the Spirit of God, “for 
the Spirit searcheth all things, 
yea, the deep things of God.” 
But, mind you, the Spirit does 
not reveal to those who are not 
deeply spiritual. 

Doubtless many of our people 
feela kind of a gnawing at 
their hearts and they do not un- 
derstand it. Did you ever feel 
a kind of gnawing in your stom- 
ach when your system was re- 
quiring some kind of food that it 
was not getting? Well, when 
you feel that gnawing about 
your heart that nothing satisfies 
it may be that your spiritual 
nature is craving some spiritual 
food that it is not getting by the 
common rounds of prayer meet- 
ings, preaching services, and 
your Sunday school work.

It is the Holy Spirit. that will re- 
veal these wonderful things to 
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tem is calling for some of the 
deeper things of God or stronger 
meat. A deeply spiritual soul 
can’t live on milk always, it 
must have some honey and 
meat. Milk is the very thing 
for beginners, but stronger 
spiritual meat must be provided 
for those who have past the 
milk food state. 


Ministers should study the 
nature and needs of their flocks 
and go into and press their way 
into the deeper spirituals them- 
selves so that they may be able 
to supply the spiritual food re- 
quired by their most spiritual 
members.

“Finally, brethren, whatsoever 
things are true, Whatsoever things are 
honest, whatsoever things are just, 
whatsoever things are pure, whatso- 
ever things are lovely, whatsoever 
things are of good report; if there be 
any virtue, and if there be any praise, 
think on these things.” Phil. 4:8. 

RESPECT 

The first arch im character building 
is respect. 

Those who neglect the principles of 
respectability need not ever count on 
being regarded as amounting to much 
in this life. 

1 Respect for self 

if you do not have respect for your- 
self you need not expect others to 
respect you. 

Many aie careless in regard to 
their conduct. I know of many good 
men and women whose influence for 
good was so marred by indiscréet liv- 
ing that in spite of all their efforts 
for good they could accomplish but 
little. 

Careless and unchaste conversation; 
unguarded familiarity with the op 
posite sex; employing unjust and dis- 
honest methods in business would be 
unknown in our lives if we had prop- 
er respect for ourselves. 

2 Respect for others 

It is an established fact that if we 
do not have respect for ourselves we 
are not likely to have respect for 
others. To have a well rounded char- 
acter one must hold in high esteem 
the rights and privileges of others, 
in fact, he who neglects to do so 
doesen’t conform to the golden rule. 
Proper respect for others will make 
you consider your neighbor’s interest 
the same as your own. In order that 
one have the proper respect for others 
he should begin early in life in the 
indulgence of respectability. Children 
should be taught to respect their 
parents and each other in the home. 
If this is neglected until maturity the 
chances are they will go through life 
without that degree of refinement 
that is necessary to constitute a well 
rounded character. It has been said 
that we are a bundle of habits. If this 
is true, we should be careful to form 
habits of politeness and be considerate 
of the welfare and happiness of 
others. : 

3. Respect For the Traditions Upon 
Which Christian Civilization is 
Based 

We boast of having the greatest 
government in the world and I am 
sure we have. What makes it so? 
Nothing more nor less than the prin- 
ciples contained in our constitution 
which safeguards our great common, 
wealth. ; 

The constitution guarantees equal 
rights to all, with special favors to 
none. In, matters of religion, every 
man has a right to worship God ac- 
cording to the dictates of his own 
conscience and no man dare molest 
or hinder him. 

We are morally obligated to pro- 
mulgate and conform to the laws of our 
country. Every true citizen should be 
intensely interested in every issue 
that confronts him, and count one for 
the best man in every position of trust 
and honor that may be submitted to 
us for consideration. I never could un- 
derstand why some of our people take 
so little interest in the things per- 
taining to our government, when we 
daily enjoy equal rights and privileges 
with every other person who lives un- 
der the stars and stripes. I beliwe it 
is the duty of every man to use his 
franchise in trying to get the best 
men possible to fill responsible posi- 
tions in our government. Suppose 
every one who profess Christianity, 
were to decide that it was wrong for 
a Christian to vote, what sort of a 
government would we have? In a very 
short while we would have the open 
saloon with its associated evil, the 
bawdy house, and a thousand other 
things we would not like. Take care 
of your franchise, and use it at the 
polls and help to make the best 
government possible for our people and 
hold sacred the traditions upon which 
our government stands. They are the 
price of blood. 

Again, we should respect and hold 
sacred the doctrines, law, and govern- 
ment of our Christian religion, If a 
minister, he should preach them, live 
them, and urge his disciples to do the 
same. True, our religion is a_ bit 
peculiar, and makes peculiar people 
of us, but that is just what our Bible 
tells us it will do. Let us motice briefly 
the Church doctrines as given im 
sacred writ, the doctrine of repent- 
ance implies the forsaking and con- 
fessing of sin, what objection could 
be raised to that? Then, there is the 
doctrine of justification, the result of 
being pardoned of wrongs committed, 
bringing peace to the soul. Why find 
fault with that? Again there is the 
new birth while hard for some to un- 
derstand, brings new life to the soul 
and creates a hunger for more of 
God. What reasons for objecting to 
that? 

But again, there is the doctrine of 
holiness or sanctification which kills 
out the old nature and floods the soul 
with joy which enables the child of 
God to live a life of victory over sin. 
Why take that so’ serious? 

And beyond all this, there is the 
baptism of the Holy Ghost with testi- 
fying im other tongues as the spirit 
gives utterance in which the whole 
body and soul is filled with the pres- 
ence and power of God. Who would 
not covet such close proximity to God. 

Along with this experience ac- 
company the gifts of the spirit. The 
manifestations of the spirit, the 
fruits of the spirit, and divine heal- 
ing. If Jesus can fill.our body with the 
Holy Ghost, He can quicken and heal 


it when it gets sick. There are many} 


other doctrines, teachings, and prac- 
tices upon which our Christianity 
stands and we should respect and 








honor them. They also are the price 
of blood, and that of the only begot- 
ten Son of God. 

FAITH 


The second arch in this structure is: 
faith. 

1 Faith in Yourself 

The man who is always saying, “I 
can’t,” never amounts to anything- 
One must believe he can do things; 
he must realize that there are talent 
powers within him that only lack op- 
portunity to develop into mighty 
forces for good and when the oppor- 
tunity is afforded that at least he will 
be able to: overcome some of his. 
hinderances and make some progress 
toward the desired goal. 

2 Faith in Your Fellowman 

Nothing gives more inspiration to 
Christian activity and progress, than to 
be able to see something worth while 
in your fellowman. If you have no 
faith in the one you are seeking to 
help you will do him but little or ne 
good. You must be able to see some 
gem. beneath the surface, though it 
may be so covered with the wreckage 
of human life that the task appears to 
be difficult. If you have faith in him, 
you are sure to win. 

3 Faith in God 

In as much as we are human and 
encumbered with many infirmities, in 
our efforts to bless humanity and. 
build up a good character, we must. 
trust in higher powers or aid in our 
endeavor to be a blessing to humanity. 
God has made us many promises upom 
which we should stand with a faith 
that takes no denial. 

God has said, “Go and I will go with 
you.” By faith you must recognize 
His presence. He has said, “In six 
troubles I will be with thee, and in 
the seventh I will not forsake thee.” 
Lay your hand in His. He is a friend 
indeed: The sparrows He feeds an@ 
the hairs of your head He numbers; 
confide in Him. Have faith im God; 
work out your own salvation, for it 
is God that worketh in you, both to. 
will and to do of His own good 
pleasure. Again I say, “Have faith im 
God.” 

WALKING WITH GOD 

This is the third arch in character 
building. 

Under this heading we will notice 
the thoughts in the last sentence of 
the text. It says, “Think on these 
things.” 

1 The Thought Life Determines the 
Standard of Our Walking With God. 

The Bible says, “As he thinketh in 
his heart, so is he.” And again, out of 
the heart proceed the issues of life 
and still again David says of the 
righteous, “In his law doth he medi- 
tate day and night.” Brother, the 
reason some people live more consist- 
ent lives than others is because they 
have their minds occupied with the 
things of God. The man who thinks 
and meditates on the things of God, 
finds time to pray in secret and com- 
mune with Him daily. The man whose 
mind is occupied with the world neg- 
lects his prayer. 

The man who thinks of his respon- 
sibility to God and his family has: 
prayer daily in his home; the man 
who does not think of his responsibili- 
ty fails to have prayer and so on 
through all the details of life. As a 
man thinketh in his heart so is he, 

2 The Thought Life Measures the 

Degree of Inspiration. 

This is true in a measure in the 
common walks of life that are not 
directed into channels of righteous-’ 
ness. They get human inspiration by 
continually keeping their minds oo 
cupied with their business; but in a 
greater measure is this true in things. 
pertaining to the Christian life. 

Take the public man if he is har- 
nessed up on the spur of the moment 
for a message, he has but little in- 
spiration; but on the other hand if 
he has had hours of meditation and 
study, intermingled with seasons of 
prayer and communion with God, his: 
message is saturated with divine in- 
spiration; and this more than any- 
thing else marks the great difference: 
in people’s preaching. The same is 
true in writing. Remember you will 
only be able to inspire others as you 
become inspired yourself. 

Now, in conclusion; let us notice a. 
few things our text says for us to 
think on, “Whatsoever things are 
true.” Paul says, “Charity rejoiceth 
in the truth.” We are to think on 
things that are true. How would this: 
fit novel reading? 

“Whatsoever things are honest and 
just” How would this harmonize with 
the life of' the schemer who spends. 
sleepless nights studying how to ac- 
cumulate wealth without honest labor? 

“Whatsoever things are pure.” Yes, 
we are to think on things that are 
pure. How could this fit the man who 
allows his mind to feed on things 
base and lustful., 

“Whatsoever things are lovely.” 
This pictures an optimistic cheerful 
Christian always giving out sunshine 
everywhere he goes. How does this 
appear in the presence of the man 
who is always blue and looking on the 
dark side of life? : 

“Whatsoever things are of good re 
port.” This will make you take care 
of your neighbor and stop you from 
taking up a reproach against him. It 
will take that long tattling tongue 
that is always parading the'faults of 
others and turn it into channels of 
praise and commendation of the vir- 
tues of your neighbor. 

“If there be any virtue, if there be 
any praise (and these is) think on 
these things.” Follow these instruc- 
tions and throw your whole mind and 
soul into these channels of* thinking 
and yon will surely build a beautifut 
character. True, you will meet with 
difficulties and oftimes be discouraged, 
but press on the harder and success is 
surely yours.

Jude said that some would separate 
themselves, that is from the main 
body. “But ye, beloved, building up 
yourselves on your most holy faith; 
praying in the Holy Ghost.” Jude 19:20. 

“Peter therefore was kept in prison: 
but prayers was made without ceas- 
ing of the church unto God for him.” 
Acts 12:5. 

“Where many were gathered togeth- 
er praying.” Acts 12:12. 

He also claims that God was the 
creator of sin, he takes Isaiah 45:7 
for his proof.

“In my Father’s house are many 
mansions * * * I go to prepare a place 
for you.”

Is not this contrary to the "teach- 
ing of the Book? (Above questions 


were asked by Miss Lou Kanimke.)

I decided years 
ago that I did not want to put 
my hands on the work of the 
Holy Ghost even though there 
were strange things done that I 
did not understand.

strange work; and bring to pass 
his act, his strange act.
